Two men on clither side of the 
chief doctor were killed outright 
while many were wounded. 


‘Ship Runs Aground 


The ship ran aground. Escuping 
ashore everyone cowered behind rocks 
for over an hour while the Germans 
muchine gunned them.:

* behind Germany’s paralysing 
twelve-hour invasion of Norway 
on. Tucsday, April 9, can be told. 

Between midnight and noon on 
that bewllderlig day Norway's 
capital, alt her principal seaports and 
her most strategically valuable coastal 
defences fell into German hands Hke 
overripe plums. : 

The Norweglan people were 
stunned, as tne cetgian people must 
have been sttmned In 1914, und most 
of them. still have not the slightest 
conception how this incomprehensible 
truzedy could have happened. 

I spent those hours in Oslo, together 
with two other American newspaper- 
men who were on the spot—Warren 
Irvin, of the National Broadcasting 
Corporation, and Edmund Steevens, 
of the Christlan Science Monltor—and 
we otrselves could scarcely accept 
the evidence of our cyes. But I had 
to remain In Oslo through four days; 
of the German occupation to learn 
how thls miracle of Nyvhtning naval 
and military occupation was made 
possible. Then I could-scarcely be- 
eve my ears, 

‘After that, with the Jast train con- 
nections with Sweden severed, Irvin 
and I decided to try somchow to get 
aeross the border, : 

NOT SUBDUED BY ARMS 

It was the only possible way to give 
au detailed account of the - most 
astonishing thing that has happencd 
since the second World. War began, 

Norway's capital and great sea- 
ports werg not captured by armed 
* force. * ‘They were seized with un- 

sparuileled speed: by means of a 
gigantic conspiracy which must un- 
doubtedly rank among the most 
audacious and most perfectly ofled 
political plots of the past century, 

y bribery and extraordinary in- 
filtration on the part of Nazi agents, 
and by treason on the part of a few 
highly placed Norwegian civilian 
and defence officials, the ‘German 
dictatorship built its Trojan horse 
inside Norway. . 

Then, when the hour struck, the 
German plotters spiked the guns of 
mest of the Norwegian navy and 
reduced its formidable fortresses to 
tmpotence, :

Despite the great formality imposed 
it was no official dinner, Norway's 
elite had been invited to see “an un- 
usuolly Interesting film.” It proved 
to be the cinema film “Baptism of 
Fire,” which depicts in most graphic 
details Germany's ncrial destruction 
In Pofand. For over an hour the dis- 
tinguished Norweglan audience sat In 
icy silence, gripped by the horror of 
its scenes, -Afterwards the German

In Oslo I lenrned that 
Quisling, leader of the pro-Nazi Nor- 
wegian party called the Samling and 
till to-night Premier of the socalled 
“National Government” set up after 
the German occuption, was in Berlin 
at the time the film was being shown 
in Oslo and while the expedition was 
Seing orgunised. He returned to Oslo 
on Saturday, April 6. 

On Sunday night the British sowed 
the mineflelds below Narvils.

This brings us to the methods by 
which Oslo Fjord and Oslo itself were 
captured from the-sea fn the curly 
morning hours of April 9. 

_The Germans could not enter with- 
out controlling the vital: Norwegian 
naval base at Horten. At 1.30 that 
morning—three and a half hours be- 
fore Berlin’s ultimatum was handed 
to Dr. Koht, the Norwegian Forelgn 
Minister—the commander of three 
Norwegian warships at Horten -re~- 
ceived an urgent message. It was 
to Dr. Koht, the Nowegian Forelgn 


‘supposedly “signed” by" Koht— himself, 


and was accepted 2s ‘coming direct 
from the Government via the Minis- 
try of Forelgn Affairs, It ordered the 
Norwegian ships not to fight agninst 
German warships which were about 
to come up the fjord, and to put all 
thelr men ashore immediately—with- 
tut thelr arms, . 

Without. questioning the origin of 
the order the commander ordered all 
his men ashore except stokers and 
messmen. * : 

Here one slight hitch occured which 
was costly for the.Germans. The 
Norwegian minclayer Olay Tryggva- 
son, had unexpectedly puf in for re 
pairs the previous evening. Her pre- 
sence was appirently. unknown to the 
Ieaders of the conspiracy in Oslo. 
This was the only Norweglan war 
vessel which did not receive the order 
and thus she remained in a condition 
to. fight. . 

Afterwards the Norweglan sailor 
who verified these developments tice 
elared: “‘I¢ was only through treason 
that. the Germans got in.’” 

Meanwhile, an even greater coup 
had been scored by the plotters.. The 
Narrows of Olso Fjord. were mined 
and, controlled from Drobak. About 
1.30 on the morning af April 9 these 
mines were all rendered harmless by 

cing electrically disconnected from 
the Drobni consol. The mystery of 
who ordered this to be done remained 
unsolved when I left Olso, but this 
move enabled a-.German cruiser to 
penctrate the Narrows before dawn. 

“Nothing We Could Do” 

At 4.30, still half an hour before 
@ German Minister handed the 
Nazi ultimatum to Dr. Koht, a Ger~ 
man crulser, beloved to have been 
the Emden, accompanied. by two 
submarines, reached Horten, The 
three Norweglon war vessels there 
were completely -helpless, but the 
little minelayer Olav Tryggvason 
blocked the entrance to the Narrows.

It was reported, though I nm un- 
able-to confirm -this, that the cruiser 
Bluccher also was sunk by. - gunfire 
trom the Narrows fort called Oskar- 
borg. : .

In any case the crews of all the 
other war ships were ashore without 
arms at Horten; . by daybreak . the 
Germans had landed marines and 
scized Horten... The ..way ;through 
the Narrows was open and:Oslo was 
defenceless from the sea.th tet - 

I-talked to another Norwegian who 
was ono of the Horten naval base 
personnel that night. He confirmed 
all the main dotalls of the above 
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events Including the fact that two 
German cruisers were sunk, “Later 
the Germans got abofit 100 men 
ashore. There was some fighting. 
We had four men‘killed and the 
Germans two. But there — was 
nothing we could do. The officers 
of our ships ran up white flags. We 
did not.know why and I still do not 
know why. We thought they had 
orders from the Government.” 

Jn this fashlon -Norway's capital 
was betrayed from within. and the 
German occupation of Oslo assured

Before the Germans had captured 
Horten, the Oslo Government had 
already ordered mobilisation as n pre-e.

Norwegians reported at Horten Rall- 
way Station, They were iimmedtate- 
ly rounded up by German marines 
of the landing party and’ placed 
aboard the German ships which,had 
come up. 

Meanwhile we.hod spent an cerle 
nignt at Usio’s Grund motel, with a 
succession’ of air raid alarms, of 
which the first sounded 35 minutes 
after “midnight,: about’ the time thi 
mobillsation was ordered. so 

At first. 1 did not understand the 
niarm, us the sirens were ditterent 
from those of Helsinki and sounded 
itke motor-cars honking in ao trafic 
jam. Later Stevens and I deciaed 
that the Norweglans were only re- 
hearsing the air‘alarm as a precau- 
tion. So I refused to gé@t up until 
seven__o'clock.__Then _..2.__Finnish. 
diplomat Informed me of the ultima- 
tum and the Government's decision 
to leave. ; 5 

At 7.45, while we still had not 
the slightest. idea what had happened 
in Oslo Fjord and at Horten, five 
Nazi bombers suddenly came roaring 
over the rooftops’ so low that they 
almost. touched them.. We watched, 
them come, expecting every moment 
that bombs would fall, For two and 
a half hours German ‘planes dived 
aver the city, always only three ‘or 
five in number. They were intend-| 
ed to terrorise the populace into sur- 
render and the authorities into inac- 
tion whltile the first troops were being 
landed by alr at Fornebo, outside the 
eity, - = 

Thousands of Osloans 
them curiously and fearfully, but 
there was no panic, None of us 
dreamed that German warships were 
in the inner harbour, and that Oslo 
was already doomed. We | still 
thought that British ships-and 'planes 
might come at any moment. It 
seemed utterly incredible . that the 
Narrows could have been forced by 
the Germans and the powerful forts 
of the {Jord silenced. 

The. same madness of: incompre- 
hensible events- continued all day 
long. First there was mystification 
over’ the city’s: complete lack of de- 
fence from its naval forces and 
constal forts. Then it was the im- 
munity of the low-fiying Nazi 
‘planes to the thousands of machine- 
gun bullets which. spattered almost 
incessantly until after 10 o'clock, 
Then it was the. further fact thati 
only one anti-aircraft battery seemed 
to ‘be firlng against the German 
‘planes, and that even this became}.

Dazed Disorganisation 

Finally, at 10.30 came an equally 
fantastic lull, during which . the 
German 'planes only circled occasion- 
ally and absolutely nothing seemed 
to happen, : 

Tens of thousands’ of persons 
clustered in the streets and.on_ the 
pavements, walling, utterly bafled, 
We all asked: wheso the British -were 
but, also, where were the Germans?

Norway's capital in very quarter’ 
was o scene of dazed disorganisation, 
completely without leadership. Ap- 
parently even the men who had been 
called to the colours did not: know 
where to go or simply forget nbout 
It. The streets were filled with men- 
of fighting age, all standing watching 
the German ‘planes, walting ond 
speculating but doing nothing an 
golng nowhere, ¢ 

It was like this until.2.30. Then, 
as I watked up to the hotel desk the 
porter asked me “Aren't you going 
out to see the Germans come int"

“Yes, they're marching up Carl- 
Johan Boulevard any minute now.” 

1 called Irvin and Stevens; we 
rushed outside Into the strangest 
scene imaginable, Qslo's beautiful 
main boulevard was jammed with 
people all flocking to sce the Ger+ 
mans come in, (Strangest of all’ were:

The German populace by the 
river. had demonstrated its uncon- 
eenled and spontancous pleasure at 
socing the British Prime Minister, 
whom they recognised as the hare 
binger of peace, but Hitler himself 
way In an uncompromising, mood.

This brings us to the methods by 
which Oslo Fjord and Oslo itself were 
captured from the sea in the carly 
morning hours of April 9. 

The Germans could not enter with- 
out controlling the vital Norweglan 
naval buse at Horten, At 1.30 that 
morning—three and a halt hours be~ 
fore Berlin's ultimatum was handed 
to Dr, Koht, the Norweglan. Foreign 
Minister—the commander of three 
.Norweglan warships at_Horten re~ 
ceived an urgent message. It” “was 
to Dr, Koht, the Noweglan Foreign 
supposedly slened by, Koht himself, 
ond was accepted ua coming direct 
from the Government via the Minls- 
try of Foreign Affairs. It ordered the 
Norwegian ships not to fight against 
German warships which were about 
to come up the fjord, and to put all 
their men ashore, immedlately—with- 
out thelr arms, | Meek tee 

Without questioning the origin of 
the order the commander ordered all 
his men oshore except. stokers and 
messmen. 

Here one slight hitch occured which 
was costly for the Germans. The 
Norweglan minelayer Olav Tryggva- 
pon had unexpectedly put in for ro- 
pairs the previous evening. Her. pre- 
sence was apparently unknown to the 
leaders of the -conspiracy {in Oslo. 
This wos the only Norweglan war 
vessel which did not receive the order 
and thus she remained in a condition 
to fight ; : 

Afterwards the Norwegian sailor 
who verified, these developments de- 
elared:: “It was only through ‘treason 
that the Germans. got In." 

Meanwhile,.an even greater coup 
had beon scored by the plotters. The 
Narrows of Olso Fjord were mined 
and controlled from Drobak, About 
1.30 on the morning of April 9 these 
™minca were all rendered harmless by 
. cing electrically disconnected from 
the Drobak coniuol. The mystery of 
who ordered this to be done remained 
unsolved when I left Olso, but this 
move enabled _o German cruiser to 
penetrate the Narrows before dawn. 

“Nothing Wo Could Do” 

- At 4.30, stitl half on hour before 
the German Minister handed _ the 
Nazi ultimatum to Dr, Koht, a Gere 
man cruiser, ‘beloved to have been 
the Emden, accompanied by two 
submarines, reached Horten.. The 
three Norwegian war vessels there 
were gornpletely’ helpless, but the 
\ttle minelayer. Olav Tryggvason 
blocked 'the entrance to the Narrows. 
She Immediately, discharged _ tor- 
pedoes and sank the cruiser and one 
submarine.*® 

It was reported, tholigh I am un- 
able to confirm this, that tho cruiser 
Bluecher also was sunk by gunfire 
from the Narrowa fort called Oskar- 
borg. 

In any case, the crews.of. all tho 
other war ships were ashore without 
arms at Horten; by daybreak the 
Germans. had, londed marines ond 
sclzed Horten:; The way. through 
the Narrows was open and Oslo was 
defenceless'from the sca. 6’ 
'* [talked to another Norwegian who 
was one of the Horten naval - base 
personnel that: night. He confirmed 
all the main details of the above 


events Including the fact that two 
German cruaecrs were sunk, “Later 
fhe Germans yot about 100 men 
ashore, There was some fighting. 
We had four men killed and the 
Germans two. But there — was 
nothing we could do, The officers 
of our ships ran up white flags.. We 
did not know why and I still do not 
know why. We. thought they had 
orders from the Government.” 

In this fashion, Norway's. capital 
was betrayed from within and the 
German occupation of Oslo. assured 
before its Government knew what 
had happened or Parliament had 
courageously refused to capitulate, 
‘Before the Germans had captured 
Horten, the Oslo Government had 
already ordered mobilisation ag a pre- 
caution.”

We watched, 
them come, expecting every moment, 
that bombs would fall. For two and. 
a half hours German ‘planes div 
over the city, always only three or 
five In number. They were intend- 
ed to terrorise the populace into sur- 
render and the authorities into inac- 
tlon while the Orst troops were being 
dee by, alr at Fornebo, outside the 
city, : : 

Thousands of Osloans gazed at 
them curiously and fearfully, . but 
there was no panic, None of us 
dreamed that German warships‘ wero 
jn the inner harbour and that Oslo 
was already doomed. We _ still 
thought that British ships.and ‘plancs 
might come nat any moment. 
seemed .utterly incredible that the 
Narrows could have been forced by 
the Germans and the powerful forts 
of the fjord silenced. Wee 

The same madness: of Incompre- 
hensible events continued all. day 
long, First there was mystification 
over the city’s complete lack of de- 
fence from ‘its naval forces and 
coastal forts, Then it was the im- 
munity of the low-flying Nazi 
‘planes to the thousands of machine- 
gun bullets which spattered: almost 
incessantly until after 10 o'clock.

mecting with Hitler at 5 p.m. on 
that 22nd of September.

events Including the fact that two 
German cruisers Were sunk, ‘Later 
the Germans got obout 100 men 
ushore.

At 7.45, while we still had not 
the slightest Idea what had. happened 
in Oslo Fjord and at Horten, five 
Nazi bombers suddenly came roaring 
over:the rooftops so low that they 
almost touched them. We: watched, 
them come, expecting every moment. 
that bombs would fall. For two and 
a half hours German planes dived 
over the city, always only three or 
five in number. They were intend- 
ed to terrorise the populace into sur- 
render and-the outhorities into inac- 
tion while the first troops were being 
Jensed by alr at Fornebo, outside the 
city. 

Thousands of .Osloans gazed aot 
them curiously and fearfully, but 
there was no,panic, None of: us 
dreamed that German warships were 
in the inncr harbour and. that Oslo 
was already doomed. We - still 
thought that British ships and ’plancs 
might come at any moment. It 
seemed utterly Incredible that the 
Narrows could. have been forced by 
the Germans and. the powerful forts 
of the fjord silenced. : 

The same madness of incompre- 
hensible events continued all day 
long. First there was: mystification 
over’ the city’s complete Jack of de- 
fence from its naval forces and 
constal forts. Then it was the im- 
munity ‘of. the low-flying Nazi 
‘planes to the thousands of machine- 
gun bullets which spattered almost 
incessantly until after 10 o'clock. 
Then it was the further fact that 
only one anti-nircraft battery seemed 
to be firing against the German 
‘planes, and that cvert this became 
ailent-after firing only a few shells, 
all of which were Inexplicably wide 
of their mark. 

Daxod Disorganisation — 

Finally, at 10.30 came an equally 
fontastic Jul, ‘during which” the 
German ‘planes only circled occasion- 
ally and ‘absolutely nothing: seemed
